The coldest weather of the sea­ 
son sent the mercury tumbling to 
a new low for this wincer of IO 
degrees above zero this morning 
at the Gettysburg Times weather 
station while the weather station 
at Arendtsville reported a low of 
7 above zero. 
It was the coldest December 23 
in Gettysburg since 
1945 when 
the mercury sank to a 2 below 
zero on this date. 
The previous low for this sea­ 
son was 16 above zero on No­ 
vember 18. 


Coldest Sine* Fab 21 
This morning was the cokie s' 
in Gettysburg since last February 
21 when a low of IO above was 
recorded. The record low for 195# 
remains at 4 above zero, the mini­ 
mum reading taken here last Jan­ 
uary 19. 
Tuesday’s high reading here was 
only 29 degrees. Chilly tempera­ 
tures are expected to continue 
through the day. By 8:30 o'clock 
this morning th mercury had risen 
this morning the, mercury had 
risen only to 13 above zero. 
to be around for Christmas with 
forecasters seeing no orospect of 
a general thaw before Friday. 
Some parts of Pennsylvania have 
more snow forecast for tonight 
and tomorrow. 
Month Ha* Been Warm 
Until the current cold snap, De­ 
cember temperatures have been 
above 
normal 
with 
daily 
high 
readings averaging in the mid- 
| forties and the daily low readings 
averaging 28 5 degrees 
for 
an 
monthly average in the first 23 
days of 36 9 degrees. Normal De­ 
cember temperatures in Gettys­ 
burg average close to the 32-de­ 
gree freezing mark. 
December of last year was the 
iciest in 41 years with an average 
temperature more than five de­ 
grees below normal. That month 
saw the mercury drop to 9 above 
zero several diays. This month 
seems to have only a slim chance 
of catching last December ’» chil­ 
liness.

Some public school pupils in the 
county have a little more Christ­ 
mas vacation than those in the 
Gettysburg Joint School district. 
The pupils in the Upper Adams 
schools began their holiday Tues­ 
day afternoon. All will return to 
their classrooms January 4. The 
Delone Catholic High School at 
McSherrystown began its vaca­ 
tion Tuesday afternoon. 
Following a long-standing cus­ 
tom, The Gettysburg Times will 
not be published on Christmas 
Day. 


Despite the heaviest flow of 
pre-holiday mail ever handled at 
the Gettysburg Post Office, Post­ 
master Jacob G. Appier said to­ 
day that there is no backlog of 
undelivered mail there and that 
every effort will be made even 
on Christmas Day to see that 
late Christmas 
packages reach 
their destinations. 
Postmaster Appier said cancel­ 
lations at the local office ran 
about seven per cent ahead of 
last year’s record volume and 
that 
veteran 
members 
of the 
post office staff said the parcel 
post matter was heavier than ever 
before. 
No 
count 
is made

parcel post packages, he said. 
In the eight-day period ending 
Tuesday, there were 308,770 can­ 
cellations of greetings and other 
first 
class 
mail

office. That figure compares with 
288,910 counted in the comparable 
period in 1958.

Mr. Appier said he expects that 
by noon Thursday the local of­ 
fice will be cleared of all mail 
anti only mail received after that 
will be difficult lo deliver before 
Christmas. 


He expressed his appreciation, 
that of the local staff and of the 
Post Office Department for the 
“fine cooperation given by the 
public” in the matter of holiday 
mailing this year. “Much of tire 
parcel post matter and a large 
proportion of the greetings were 
sent early. It seemed that they 
were better wrapped and more 
had return addresses than ever 
before,” he added.

Combination Of Forces 
Many forces — both men and

The wartim e meetings of Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt and British Prim e 
Minister Winston Churchill—occa­ 
sionally with Joseph Stalin—broke 
for a while the old reliance on 
foreign m inisters to find the an­ 
swers. 
The tradition took over again 
after 1945 when the cold war se: 
in and the sullen, inscrutable Sta­ 
lin popked for weak spots in the 
West: 
pressure on Greece and 
Turkey, 
Communist 
seizure 
ol 
Czechoslovakia, the Berlin block­ 
ade. Korea. 


Ill-timed Talks 


The years between 1945 and Sta­ 
lin’s death on M arch 5, 1953. were 
hardly a tim e for talking peace. 
He seemed to w ant no peace. The 
foreign m inisters never solved a 
major East-W est problem. 
Ministers began to seem out of 
date in this new age when the new 
planes could take the top men any­ 
where in a few hours and there 
was less and less reason for them 
to stay at home. It took them a 
long tim e to realize it. 
Shortly after he took office, on 
Feb. 25. 1953, President Eisenhow­ 
er was asked at a news conference 
whether he would be willing to 
meet with Stalin. He said he woul 


if he thought it could do good. 


Cautions Hedging 


Nevertheless his underlying feel­ 
ing about meeting the Soviets then 
and for years afterw ards, was ex­ 
trem ely 
cautious, 
and 
hedged 
around 
with 
requirem ents 
that 
prelim inary 
conditions

met. 
This was also the attitude of Sec­ 
retary of State John Foster Did­ 
os, 
Eisenhower's 
chief 
foreign 
policy adviser. 
On March 2, 1953, Churchill said 
ie would be willing to meet with 
stalin and Eisenhower. Three days 
ater Stalin died. A transform ation 
iegan. His successors began talk­ 
ing of peace. 
But 
perhaps m ore impressive 
.han that was the fact that the 
Soviet Union began to show as­ 
tonishing power—with the hydro­ 
gen bomb, missiles, and Sputniks. 
Monumental Devastation 
The nuclear development in the 
United States and the U.S.S.R.— 
with all that it meant in devasta­ 
tion if war cam e—began to make 
all other wars look as sim ple as 
the Fourth of July. It increased 
the reasons why the West and the 
Soviet Union should try to find 
som e settlem ents.

They have 
been so busy packing them for 
shipment from Europe, Asia and 
Africa that there is no chance of 
getting anywhere near a complete 
list. 
Send Gifts To Abilene 
In Asia a few days ago tho 
President said he had been over­ 
whelmed by the generosity of his 
hosts. He said he planned to send 
most of the gifts to the Eisen­ 
hower museum in Abilene, Kan. 
Eisenhower also was a bearer 
of gifts on his 22.370-mile tour. 
To each of his official hosts he 


gave Steuben glassware, cam eras,

NEW YORK (AP) - A young 
neighbor of mine, a metals sales­ 
man, managed to qualify as a con­ 
testant on a dajdime audience 
participation show called 
“Con­ 
centration” a few months back.

He won the game — and some 
loot—on his first appearance and 
then went back to be defeated by 
a woman contestant.

Most of the articles arrived at 
his home within three weeks, but

rived from West Germany where 
it was manufactured. Upon its ar­ 
rival my neighbor ran an adver­ 
tisement in the local, weekly pa­ 
per, stating that he had available, 
brand-new and in their original 
shipping crates, all the articles 
except the mail order catalogue— 
and listed the prices he had been 
given. 
Stuck With Camel 
“I only had a couple of calls,” 
he said. "Not even jokes about 
the camel. The best offer was $350 
for the spinet. Then I changed the 
ad to say that a contest winner 
had articles for sale and that all 
bids were welcome.” 
So far he has sold the spinet 
for $425, the air purifier for $45 
—but still has no takers for the

DANGEROUS 
SPLIT FACES 
WEST ALLIES

PARIS (AP)—In the wake of 
the Western summit and NATO 
talks in Paris, the major Western 
Allies are still far from unified 
on four major issues they must 
negotiate with the Soviet Union. 
Disunity continues over the mil­ 
itary policy of the Atlantic Al­ 
liance itself. 
The Western Big Four set a pat­ 
tern for negotiation with the So­ 
viets that might go on for years. 
But their decision is clearly only 
the beginning of a beginning. 
President 
Eisenhower, French 
President Charles de Gaulle, Brit­ 
ish Prime Minister Harold Mac­ 
millan and W’est German Chan­ 
cellor 
Konrad 
Adenauer 
either 
failed—or did not even try—to re­ 
solve their own differences on ba­ 
sic issues they intend to discuss 
with Nikita Khrushchev. 
Have Four Months 
Instead they ordered their ex­ 
perts to go to work on building 
a common front for the proposed 
April 27 encounter with the So­ 
viet Premier. Leading diplomats 
confidently 
explain 
the experts 
have four months to resolve the 
conflicts. 
But it took them 
13 
months of dickering to get to­ 
gether on the matter of holding 
the East-West summit meeting.

They are ready to re­ 
new an offer the West made in the 
1958 Geneva foreign ministers con­ 
ference, which included a ceiling 
on armed forces in the divided 
city and a ban on hostile propa­ 
ganda. 
De Gaulle and Adenauer dis­ 
agree. They argue that if Khrush­ 
chev really wants an end to the 
cold war, he won’t dare revive the 
Berlin crisis. 
Could Generate Heat 
Disarm: 
Eisenhower,

lan and, to a lesser, extent, De 
Gaulle believe this could be a 
fruitful field of negotiation over 
a long period. Adenauer does not 
rate the chance of success too 
high. There is no agreement on 
the program to ofter Khrushchev.

chine, a mere productive unit," 
he said.

A source close to the governor 
said Lawrence will wait until after 
the holidays to name the commis­ 
sion. The new agency will function 


in the State Agriculture Depart­ 
ment. 
Had Urged Veto 
Lawrence’* approval came less 
than 24 hours after the council 
urged him to veto the bill.

Bill's Provision 
The legislation limits to four the 
j numl)er of corporations that could 
[be licensed to operate tracks in 
I the state. 


A 5 per cent tax would be im­ 
posed on admission prices and on 
the total money bet. A minimum 
5b-cent 
admission 
must 
be 
charged. 
Three-fourths 
of the 
revenue would go to the state gen­ 
eral fund. The remainder would 
go to county fairs 
and county 
harness racing groups. 


The harness race bill was of­ 
fered late in the 1959 session after 
proposals calling for a statewide 
referendum to permit pari mutuel 
betting at 
“flat" racing tracks 
were defeated.

Pickwick with a gallantry which 
would have done honor to a de­ 
scendant of Lady Tollinglower 
herself, took the old lady by the 
hand, led her beneath the myrtle 
branch, and saluted her in all

The dramatic story behind 
the great poem Longfellow 
was moved to pen on Dec. 25 


By JOHN PAUL ADAMS

T T IE MOST famous of mon may 
* 
suffer loneliness or depres­ 
sion, particularly at Christmas 
time. 
Memorable 
Christmas 
senti* 
ments were written by Henry 
Wadsworth Longfellow when he 
was stirred from sadness by the 
chime of church bells Dec. 25, 
1863. 
Longfellow was then the most 
widely read and beloved of liv­ 
ing poets writing in English. His 
“The Village Blacksmith” (1841); 
“Wreck of the Hesperus’' (1841); 
“Evangeline” 
(1847); 
“Hiawa­ 
tha” (1855) and “Courtship of 
Myles Standish” 
(1858); 'The 
Children’s 
Hour” 
(1859) 
had 
won him thousands of apprecia­ 
tive readers in the British Isles 
and Canada as well aa in the 
United States. 
Even 
“Paul 
llcvere's Ride” 
(1861), celebrating the ancestor 
of his who rode April 19, 1775, to 
rouse patriots a t Lexington and 
Concord to fight the English, had 
not affected his popularity in 
Britain. 
Each succeeding book or col­ 
lection of Longfellow rivaled or 
overshadowed any new novel in 
sales. His verges had contributed 
countless lines to the memories 
of millions of persons. Pilgrim­ 
ages were made by persons great 
and small to the Longfellow 
home, across the Charles River 
from Boston — at 105 Brattle 
Street, In Cambridge, Mass. 
The residence was the historic 
old Vasaall-Craigie house, which 
Gen. George Washington had used 
as his headquarters while organ­ 
ising the Continental Army in 
1775-6. The mansion, built in 1759 
by Col. John Vassall, came into 
the possession of Andrew Craigie, 
former apothecary-general of the 
Continental armies. When Dr. 
Craigie’a death placed his wife in 
straitened f i n a n c i a l circum­ 


stances, she took in boarders to 
help support herself. One board­ 
er was young Henry Longfellow, 
instructor at Harvard. In 1837, 
when his growing income from 
his literary' works made him a 
man of substance, he returned 
to Craigie house as the owner, 
having purchased it from the 
widow Craigie’s heirs. It was 
Longfellow’s home the remainder 
of his life. 
The ringing young voices re­ 
flected in his poem, “The Chil­ 
dren's Hour,” were gone in 1863. 
Time had made a grown-up of 
the daughter who inspired his 
lines: 


There teas a little girl 
Who had a little curl 
Right m the middle of her 
forehead. 
And when she tm* good 
She war very, very good, 
And when eke was bad she 
woe horrid. 


The erstwhile little girl’s brother. 
Charles, lay that Christmas in a 
military hospital, with serious 
wounds inflicted at Mine Run. 
Va., three weeks earlier. He was 
an officer in George Meade's 
Union Army of the Potomac. 
The news of his son Charles’ 
injuries in the Civil War came to 
Longfellow while he was mourn­ 
ing his beloved wife, Frances, 
who succumbed to bums she suf­ 
fered accidentally in July 1863. 
Even his publisher s reports of 
the large advance sales of the 
newly issued volume, ‘Tales of a 
Wayside Inn,” which many had 
bought as a Christmas gift-book, 
had not helped Longfellow out of 
his depression. Plainly, he would 
have traded much fame to hear 
the sound that Christmas of 1863 
of the merry voices of his chil­ 
dren and his wife. 
The morning newspaper had 


been filled with dispatches of 
more carnage on other battle­ 
fields. Everything seemed hope­ 
lessly wrong with the world. 


And in desjtair I bowed my head; 
"There is no peace on earth,” 
I said: 
,(For hate is strong 
And mocks the song 
Of p'ace on earth, good­ 
will to men.” 


That was Ixmgfellow's thought 
w'hen first he heard of Christ­ 
mas bells chiming out. But he 
was moved as Charles Wesley 
had been on another Christmas 
morning, in 1739—foe Christmas 
Wesley was inspired to pen the 
memorable lines of “Hark! the 
Herald Angels Sing,” 


Then pealed the bells 
more loud and deep: 
“God is not dead; 
nor doth He sleep!'* 


Longfellow sat down to write 
the verses given in full here fat 
right), 
confident 
t h a t 
“The 
w’rong shall fail, The right pre­ 
vail, With peace on earth, good 
will to men!” 
The poem remained in manu­ 
script, shared only with Long­ 
fellow's friends, until 1867. After 
its belated publication, various 
composers sought to give it a 
musical setting. The most popu­ 
lar melody was that provided by 
John Baptiste Calkin, a London 
organist, In which the composer 
made bass notes simulate the 
ringing of a bell. He adapted the 
last four measures from a tra­ 
ditional organ background for 
“Amen.” 
“I Heard the Bells on Christ­ 
mas Day” is heard each holiday 
season all over the world, having 
become one of the group of most 
popular carols.

and shape and size given the bell by the designer and artisans. 


eventually found a m a r k e t 
throughout the world. They were 
•old by tho barrel for use on 
•traps and various kinds of hold­ 
ers on sleighs. 
The jingle-jangle of bells ort 
conveyances was of very ancient 
origin. From the earliest ages of 
civilization the bell has had utili­ 
tarian as well as ceremonial use. 
Archeological 
discoveries 
have 
made it apparent that the bell 
was known to ancient inhabitants 
of Egypt, Assyria, Etruria, China 
and India. 
It is well known that in Old 
Testament times the dress of the 
high priest was adorned with 
"bells of gold”; that when Aaron 
disappeared from the sight of the 
worshippers within the veil of the 
temple, the ringing of the bells 
upon his robe might be an in­ 
timation to them that he was 
still living in the Divine pres­ 
ence. Again, in Zechariah xiv. 20, 
there is mention of bells as form­ 
ing part of the harness or dec­ 
oration of horses. It has been 
suggested that Tubal-cain, the 
sixth in descent from Adam, "an 
instructor of every artificer in 
brass and iron,’* might have 
scooped the Mounding metal into 
some species of bells. 
The Greeks and Romans seem 
ta have derived their knowledge 
of bells from the Egyptians, those 
early colonizers of Europe. 
Aeschylus and Euripides wrote 
that the Greek warriors had 
small bells concealed within the 
hollows of their shields; and that 
when the captains went their 
rounds at the camp at night, each 
sentry was required to ring his 
bell, in order to show that he 
was awaks and watchful at his 
post. 
In Ult triumphal entries of con­ 
querors bells also played impor­ 
tant parts. They were hung as 
emblems and ornaments on the 
ear of the warrior—as on that 
which conveyed the body of Alex­ 
ander from Babylon to Egypt. 
Bells or chimes were in use 
anciently in the Greek Islands to 
announce the opening of the mar­ 
kets, even as now; they wrere 
employed, as wa learn from Plu­ 
tarch, to detect and prevent the 
escape of the unhappy Xanthians. 
When the city of Xanthus was

besieged, some of the inhabitants 
tried to escape by swimming and 
diving through the river, but nets 
with small bells attached were 
spread across the stream under 
the water, and by the ringing of 
the bells each capture was an­ 
nounced. 
Bells came, too, in time, to be 
regarded as the messengers of 
sorrow as well as of joy and 
triumph. The criminal had a bell 
suspended from his neck as he 
wa3 led away to execution, and 
its sound announced his speedy 
death as he walked sadly in his 
own funeral procession. 
The period when large bells 
first began to be used in Chris­ 
tian churches in the Roman em­ 
pire is uncertain, but by the 
seventh century they wers in 
pretty general use. Their Intro­ 
duction has been variously as­ 
signed to Paulinus, bishop of 
Nota, a town of Campania, in 
Italy, in the year of our Lord, 
400; to Pope Sabinianus (A. D. 
604); and others. 
It is certain that in the Middle 
Ages the church bell had much 
to do. It pealed out to announce 
christenings and weddings, it sig­ 
nalled the excommunication of 
the disobedient and the infidel, 
and, finally, tolled the death of 
the church member. 
The Complin bell it was which 
summoned the people to the last 
religious service of the day. The 
Sanctus bell was formerly hung 
in a small turret outside the 
church, as may still be seen in 
old churches; it is now simply a 
small hand-bell, which is rung 
during the service of the mass. 
Everybody has heard of the 
Couvre feu (cover fire) or Cur­ 
few Bell, which was introduced 
into England from France by 
William the Conqueror. At eight 
o’clock in the evening it rang out 
its evening peal, and at the last 
stroke of the hammer on the 
metal, all lights were ordered to 
be put out and fires covered. 
Because of the importance of 
the bell in every phase of daily 
life, and the knowledge required 
to produce a good bell or caril­ 
lons, the bell-founder was one of 
the highest rated of all artist- 
craftsmen. The family name Bell 
is derived from the honored craft.

Just as lights 
and horns are now required on 
the highway, continuously jang­ 
ling bells were once a "must” for 
winter traffic. 
East Hampton, Conn., was for­ 
merly known as Jingletown, the 
sleighbell capital of America. 
There America's first globe-type 
aleighbella were made, and they

LL OVER the world, even 
those parte of it that are not 
populated by followers of Christ, 
the last days of December and 
early January are a time of holi­ 
day and rejoicing:. 
The 
traditional 
turkey 
and 
mince pie feast of the United 
States has its equivalent in other 
nations: In Spain, leg of lamb in 
the South and codfish in the 
North; in Latin-America, cool 
drinks instead of hot punches; rn 
Scandinavia, lutfisk and ham. 
But whether It is Santa Claus, 
Father Christmas. Pere Noel, or 
Saint Nicholas whom the small 
fry hopefully expect, the season 
is anticipated by peoples of all 
languages in much the same 
•pint. 
In the Christian world, the 
•artiest official celebrations are 
held on St. Nicholas’ Day, Decem­ 
ber 6. In Sweden. S t Lucia s Day, 
December 13, is commemorated 
with parades and apecial cere­ 
monies. 
Festivities In the Philippines 


begin on December 16 with the 
first of a series of “Misas de 
Gallo.” or masses of the rooster. 
The church services are held be­ 
fore dawn, as the name implies, 
and in churches adorned with 
representations of the Manger at 
Bethlehem. In Mexico, too, Christ­ 
mas begins on December 16. It 
continues till a week after New 
Year s Day. The emphasis is less 
on gift giving, more on fiestas 
and religious ceremony. 
The Spanish world does not use 
the Christmas tree as a Nativity 
symbol except in some larger 
Philippine and 
Latin* American 
cities where the American influ­ 
ence has penetrated. But the tra­ 
ditional seasonal colors of red 
and green are almost universal 
in recognition. 
In Spain and most Spanish- 
speaking countries, gift exchang­ 
ing is held off until January 6, 
the Feast of the Epiphany, com­ 
memorating the visit of the Magi 
to the infant Jesus with gifts of 
gold, frankincense and myrrh. 


There is a genera! absence in 
Spain and Latin-Amcrica of the 
carols so traditional in Teutonic, 
Scandinavian and Celtic countries 
of the North. The English carols 
and German hymns have never 
been widely circulated in Spanish. 
In the British Isles and most 
of the empire, Christmas is a 
two-day celebration; the day it­ 
self is a holiday and the day af­ 
ter is ‘'Boxing Day.” The De­ 
cember 26 holiday got its desig­ 
nation from the custom of dis­ 
tributing Christmas boxes, or 
gifts, the day after Christmas. 
In England, Wales and- Scot­ 
land plum pudding generally is 
substituted for the United States 
mince pie or fruit cake. In Scot­ 
land, New Year’s Day is more 
important than Christmas; it is 
traditional for the tenant to visit 
his laird on January I, pay his 
rent or other debts to whomever 
due, and enter the New Year 
“in the clear.” It is "open house” 
day with a cup of tea, or some­ 
thing stronger, for every visitor. 


The Scot is not “tight” on Jan­ 
uary I, except perhaps after a 
wee too many exchanges of toasts 
at open house. 
In countries in the Southern 
Hemisphere, from Australia to 
South Africa to Chile, the seasons 
are reversed and the weather is 
usually that of the height of 
summer. In Argentina, though, 
mistletoe is imported to insure 
that one good custom of Christ­ 
mas is not slighted. 
Another Argentinian custom 
that probably would be welcomed 
enthusiastically throughout the 
world—except by harried employ­ 
ers - is double pay during Decem­ 
ber. 
Employees are paid the 
month's wages or salaries twice 
during the month, once on Christ­ 
mas Eve and again on New 
Year’s Eve. 
The Scandinavian equivalent of 
the United States eggnog is 
“Glogg.” While Latin-Americans 
below the equator slake their 
summer thirst with cold drinks, 
the Swedes and others in the 
Northern climates favor warm 
beverages. 
Glogg is a punch 
cooked with almonds, raisins and 
other spices, served at steaming 
temperature. 
The Scandinavian Christmas 
season is the longest of any 
throughout the world. It opens on 
December 13 with St. Lucia's 
Day and does not close until 
January 13. On the last day of 
the season, children are allowed 
.to raid the Christmas tree for 
any small gifts, fruits and can­ 
dies hung as decorations. The 
animals and spirits are remem­ 
bered, too. In Norway, for ex­ 
ample, farmers give cattle a tub 
of home-brewed ale at Christmas 
time. Danes of the peasant class 
often leave whole suppers on the 
table for the Christmas spirits. 
Beds are not slept in on Christ­ 
mas Eve for fear that one of the 
ghostly visitors may decide to 
reet for the night. 
Christmas shopping starts early 
in the little world of Vatican 
City. There is no import duty 
-there and prices are far Ieee than 
on the Italian market. In fact, it 
is one of the best bargain centers 
in the world at Christmas time. 


There are meat and packed 
fish delicacies from the Stands- 
navian countries, the best of 
French shoes and more elegant 
clothes, suits and cloth for all 
purposes from the British Em­ 
pire. American cigarettes go for 
one-third the price on the Italian 
m arket There are the latest 
types of Chriatmas cards, some 
Christmas trees—and even tur­ 
key. 
The g r e a t Vatican bakery 
makes its best bread in Decem­ 
ber, and there’s a good reason. 
It is called “the Pope’s Bread.’* 
During the Nazi occupation of 
World War II, the Vatican dis­ 
tributed bread freely, especially 
to the poor at Christmas time. 
Those days have not been for­ 
gotten and Vatican bread at 
Christmas time is a treat Romans 
await expectantly. 
Japan, never a Christian nation 
by tradition, now has festivities 
adopted from Western customs. 
In December the pedestrian or 
rider in Tokyo streets sees tink­ 
ling bells, snow scenes, lavishly 
decked department stores, “Santa 
Sans” and giant Christmas trees. 
In Tokyo as in Kyoto, Kobe, Yo­ 
kohama, Fukuoka, and Sendai, 
native choruses give Chriatmas 
performances of Handel’s “Mes­ 
siah.” 
Irving 
Berlin’s 
“White 
Christmas’* is heard in juke­ 
boxes from one end of Japan to 
the other. 
In other Buddhist, Moslem, and 
oriental countries, New Year’s 
Day is noted if Christmas is not. 
In Africa, even if the natives are 
not Christians, they welcome an­ 
other holiday and delight In the 
Christmas tradition of gift ex­ 
changing. 
Although the majority of coun­ 
tries in the United Nations are 
not Christian and do not observe 
Christmas in a religious manner, 
the holiday is recognised by the 
world organisation. Sessions of 
the General Assembly in New 
York are arranged to end In time 
for delegates to return to their 
homes by Christmas. In the past 
few years, UN headquarters has 
been adorned with Yuletide dec­ 
orations, and UN Chriatmas cards 
have been sold for the benefit of 


the United Nations Children’s 
Fund. 
While now only the North 
American, the Latin American, 
Western European, South Afri­ 
can countries, Australia and New 
Zealand, recognize Christmas as 
a religious holiday, all members 
of the UN send out greeting 
cards. Such countries as Israel 
and the Communist States dis­ 
tribute just as many cards aa do 
the W’estem nations. However, 
theirs avoid mention of Christ­ 
mas or New Years and merely 
wish 
the 
recipient 
“Season’s 
Ct eatings.” 
The tacit acceptance of tho 
Christmas season by UN dele­ 
gates is perhaps recognition of 
the universal wish of the organi­ 
sation for “peace on earth, good 
will toward men.” 
The latter phrase might well 
be translated by the United Na­ 
tions into all its member lan­ 
guages. This is how “peace on 
earth, good will toward men,” 


appears in a number of them:

Shang Di, dzai di-ahang yu plog­ 
an. rem du meng en. 
Swedish: “Frid pa jorden bland 
manniskor, till viika ban bar 
behag!”

There is less difficulty In tran­ 
slating familiar Chriatmas greet­ 
ings exactly. Th# United Nations 
Christmas cards have put them 
into print:

“And suddenly there was with 
the angel a multitude of heavenly 
hosts, praising God and saying: 
Glory to God in the highest and

earth 
peace, 
good

men.” Luke 2:13-14 
On the plains above Bethlehem 
the shepherds listened in wonder 
and delight to the singing of the 
world's first Christm as carol. 


The great Gloria chorus, pro­ 
claiming the birth of the Savior, 
rang out over the frost-jeweled 
valleys and caught a never end­ 
ing echo in the ancient Judean 
hills. 
The 
hills 
echoed 
it 
to 
the 
mountains, 
and 
the 
mountains 
sang it to the stars. Out across 
the chasm of centuries it car­ 
ried. 
a 
strain 
of 
unsurpassed 
beauty that tim e could not still. 
It whispered urgently in the ears 
of composers. It burst forth from 
the hearts of poets. Men of a1! 
ages and climes heard it in in­ 
finite variations. 
Handel's "M essiah” 
George 
Frederick 
Handel, 
a 
poor barber’s son who wanted 
all his life to write great music, 
heard it in the loneliness of his 
London 
flat 
in 
the year 
1741. 
” 1 
did 
think 
I 
did 
see 
all 
Heaven before me. and the Great 
God Himself,” he described his 
moment of sublime inspiration. 
Bankrupt, broken in health and 
spirit, he locked himself indoors 
with his dream for 22 days, seldom 
aa* mg or sleeping, and em erged 
with his greatest oratorio. “ The 
M essiah.” clutched in his para­ 
lyzed left hand. 
Waslay's Inspiration 
Charles Wesley, the poet lau­ 
reate of Methodism, heard it on 


his way to church on Christmas 
morning, 1739. The joyful clang­ 
ing of the bells seemed to him 
like silver tongues of angels sing­ 
ing a welcome to the Christ Child. 
His 
“ Hark 
the 
Herald 
Angels 
Sing.” written almost on the spot, 
rem ains to this day one of the 
most 
popular of all Christmas 
hymns. 
Birth Of "Silent Night” 
The Rev. Joseph Mohr heard 
it 
one 
Christmas 
Eve 
in 
the 
Austrian 
Tyrol 
while 
returning 
from a sick call. He was a new­ 
ly ordained priest assigned to St. 
Nicholas 
Church. 
Oberndorf, 
a 
parish so poor that the church 
mice could find nothing better to 
eat than the bellows of the organ. 
Their choice of fare saddened the 
young priest, because it meant 
there 
would 
be 
no 
Christmas 
music. 
Pausing to rest 
on his 
way 
down a mountain. Father Mohr 
was struck by the beauty of the 
snow covered peaks, soft blue in 
the sta r light but glowing here 
and there with the torches car­ 
ried by his parishioners on the 
way to Midnight Mass 


"Silent night, holy night

The words rushed to his mind.

Voices Of Angels 
From the dawn of Christianity, 
men have borrowed tongues of 
angels to serenade the new? born 
Savior. 
Pope Telesphortis in 129 A.D. 
exhorted 
his flock to sing to­ 
gether the 
“Gloria in 
ExceLsis 
Deo,” 
the Latin translation of 
the angel song recorded in Luke s 
Gospel. St. Jerom e mentions the 
use of carols in the Fifth Cen­ 
tury. 
“ Adeste Fidelis,” possibly one 
of the oldest hymns and next to

For IOO years the carol 
was sung to the same tune as 
Wesley’s Easter hymn. “ Christ 
The Lord Is Risen Today,” but 
in 1856 Dr. W. H. Cummings, 
organist at Waltham Abbey, fitted 
it to the music of Mendelssohn's 
“Festgesang.” 
Mendelssohn would have been 
as surprised as Wesley. He wrote 
the music to commemorate the 


300th anniversary of the inven­ 
tion of printing and insisted it 
“never would do to sacred w rds.” 
Luther Wrote Carols 
Martin Luther, the great Ger­ 
man reformer, was also a pro­ 
digious author of Christmas car­ 
ols, 
but 
it 
is 
doubted 
if 
he 
wrote "Away in a Manger,” some­ 
times known as “ Luther’s Cra­ 
dle Hymn.” The carol, in the 
opinion of most authorities, orig­ 
inated among German Lutherans 
in Pennsylvania and was taken 
back to Germany in the 1840s. 
But Luther, as poet Coleridge 
said, “did as much for the Ref­ 
ormation by his hymns as by his 
translation of the Bible.” In ad­ 
dition to writing dozens of Christ­ 
mas carols, Luther arranged and 
published 
“Good Kina Wences- 
iaus" and popularized ”0 Tannen- 
baum,” the Christmas tree carol. 
According to legend. Luther was 
fascinated with the way the stars 
seemed to glisten in the tips of 
the pine trees while walking in 
the woods one Christmas Eve. He

Cal­ 
vin’s insistence that "the Bible 
alone” be used in public worship 
had driven popular hymns out of 
many churches, particularly in 
England among the strict Puri­ 
tan sects. 
Instead of hymns, the congre­ 
gation chanted selected passages 


from the Scriptures, usually the 
Psalms. The clerk intoned the 
first line in a monotone and the 
people, as Watts once complained, 
responded 
with 
“dull 
indiffer­ 
ence.” 
Watts, one of nine children, 
was the son of a boarding house 
keeper and deacon of the Inde­ 


pendent church who had twice 
gone to prison for his religious 
beliefs. As a boy, Isaac had stood 
w’ith his mother outside the pris­ 
on gates to sing hymns to his 
father and Hie other inmates. His 
parents 
managed 
somehow 
to 
scrape together enough money to 
encourage his love of music with 
piano lessons. 
Challenged By Father 
His career as a hymn writer 
began when he complained one 
day about the uninspired songs 
heard in the church the family 
attended at Southampton. 
“Then make some better ones,” 
challenged his father. 
Watts, although in poor health 
most of his life, responded by 
writing more than 600. At first 
they were called “Watts’ Whims,” 
but their popularity grew rapidly. 
When Benjamin Franklin set up 
his printing press at Philadelphia 
in 
1741, the first book issued 
was “Watts Psalms and Hymns.” 
In all, Watts filled 52 volumes 
with his hymns. Most of them, 
like “ Let Dogs Delight to Bark 
and Bite,” are long forgotten, but 
his “ How Doth the Little Busy 
Bee” remains a children’s favor­ 
ite and his “Joy to the World" 
has become a cherished Christ­ 
mas classic. 
Watts wrote “Joy to the World” 


in 1719 while staying as a house 
guest at the estate of Sir Thomas 
and Lady Abney outside London. 
In that visit he undoubtedly set 
the all time guest record. He came 
for two weeks and stayed for 36 
years. His gracious hosts com­ 
plained that it didn’t seem long 
enough. 


Music Added Later 
The music we hear today to 
“Joy to the World” was added 
more than 150 years after Watts 
wrote the words. It was composed 
in about 1870 by Lowell Mason 
of Medfield, Mass., and based 
somewhat 
loosely 
on 
themes 
found in Handel’s “ Messiah.” 
When Watts died in 1748, his 
place in the world of religious 
music had 
already been 
pre­ 
empted by Charles Wesley, broth­ 
er of John Wesley, the founder of 
Methodism. The brothers went to 
America in 1735 as missionaries 
to the new colony at Georgia, 
where Charles was to be secre­ 
tary to Gen. Jam es Oglethorpe. 
Ill health forced him to return less 
than a year later, but he never 
forgot the marvelous singing of 
the German Moravian colonists. 
The Moravians, a devout sect who 
later moved to Pennsylvania, gave 
Charles 
Wesley the inspiration 
for his life work. He published his 
first hymns at Charleston, S. C., 
and was brought before the grand

Brooks’ ”0 Little Town of Beth­ 
lehem” into the ranks of the 
world’s great Christmas carols. 


Carols On Mayflower 
Like “Silent Night,” it became 
a Christmas classic. No other 
American hymn is held in such 
high esteem throughout the world 
although America has produced 
many of the finest 
Christmas 
carols — an output far out of 
proportion to the size and age 
of the country. 
Tile first singing of carols in 
the New World may have taken 
place on board the Mayflower, 
anchored 
off 
Provincetown 
on 
Dec. 25, 1620 The Pilgrims did 
not celebrate Christmas, scorn­ 
ing the feast as “ Popish non­ 
sense,” but the nonchurch mem­ 
ber* on board were allowed to 
make the day merry with songs 
and feasting in the main cabin 
The 
first 
American 
carol. 
“Jesous 
Ahatonnia” 
(Jesus 
is 
Born), was written in the Huron 
language by John de Brebeuf, a 
Jesuit missionary 
who labored 
among the Huron tribe from 1626 
until his m any dom by Iroquois 
torturers in 1649. 


Indians Mark Christmas 
In the “Jesuit Relations,” mis­ 
sionary reports sent back to the 
superiors in Paris, another Jesuit, 
Father Bartholomew Vimont, tells 
how the Huron* celebrated Christ­ 


mas in 1645: 
“They built a small chapel of 
cedar and fir branches in honor 
of the manger of the Infant Jesus. 
They wished to perform some 
penance for better receiving Him 
into their hearts on that holy day, 
and even those who were at a 
distance of two days’ journey met 
at a given place to sing hymns in 
honor 
of 
the 
new-born 
child. 
Neither the inconvenience of the 
snow nor the severity of the cold 
could stifle their ardor.” 
Many of Europe’s most famous 
Christmas caroLs have an Amer­ 
ican background. 
The 
music 
for Isaac Watts’ 
“Joy to the World” was borrowed 
from a theme of Handel by Lowell 
Mason of Medfield, Mass. 


Inspired By Singing 
Charles 
Wesley, 
author 
of 
“Hark the Herald Angels Sing,” 
was 
inspired 
to 
write 
hymns 
after listening to the singing of 
German Moravians in the colony 
of Georgia. 
“Away in a M anger,' errone­ 
ously attributed to Martin Luther, 
originated among the Lutherans 
of eastern Pennsylvania 
“ Angels We 
Have 
Heard on 
High” is a French carol with a 
Latin 
chorus 
and 
an 
English 
name. It is often called the West­ 
minster carol because it tradi­ 
tionally 
highlighted 
the Christ­ 
mas 
program 
at 
Westminster 
Cathedral. Actually, it originated 
in Quebec. 
Williamsport, Pa., is the birth­ 
place of the carol “We Three 
Kings of Orient Are.” written in 
1857 by the Rev. John Henry 
Hopkins Jr. Hopkins, serving as 
Episcopalian rector of Williams­ 
port’s Christ Church, wrote both 
the words and the music, a rarity 
for carol composers. Singers re­ 
gard this stately dramatic carol 
as one of the best, from a musi­ 
cal standpoint, and are particular­ 
ly enamored with its rapturous 
chorus:

Harvard Writer 
The Rev. Dr. Edmund Sears, a 
Harvard man, wrote the words to 
“ It Came Upon a Midnight Clear” 
while watching the snow fall out­ 
side his study windows at Way­ 
land, Mass., in 1849 A Yale man, 
Richard S. Willis of Detroit, sup­ 
plied the music after seeing the! 
poem in a newspaper. The twoi 
never met. 
Henry Wadsworth Longfellow’s 
“I Heard the Bells on Christmas 
Day” has 
been given musical 
treatment both as a sacred hymn 
and a popular Christmas song. 
The poet penned the words on 
Christmas night, 1863, six months 
after the battle of Gettysburg and 
a short time after his son had 
been wounded while serving with 
the Army of the Potomac. 
“Go Tell It to the Mountains,” 
a strikingly beautiful Negro spirit­ 
ual that dates back to the ear­ 
liest days of plantation slavery, 
now has taken its place among 
carols. 
As it has in all ages and nations 
since the dawn of Christianity, 
the great Gloria chorus that the 
angels sang at Bethlehem con­ 
tinues to inspire poets and com­ 
posers 
to 
renew 
the 
ancient 
melody in infinite variations.

NO STATE OR 
SALES TAXES 
IN NEBRASKA 


By ODELL HANSON 
LINCOLN. Neb. (AP) — The 
guide who escorts tourists through 
N ebraska’s capital building has 
one line th at’s usually good for 
an arched eyebrow. 
“ It cast IO million dollars to 
build,” he says of the architec­ 
tural showpiece. “ And the day it 
was finished it was paid for.” 
Outsiders 
accustomed 
to 
the 
buy-now. 
pay-later 
policies 
of 
governm ents go away with the 
impression that Nebraska is some­ 
thing of a fiscal freak. 
Well 
if 
pay-as-you-build 
con­ 
struction of a capitol makes Ne­ 
braska an economic oddball, con­ 
sider this: 


No State Debts 
N ebraska has no state debts 
and 
m anages 
to 
keep 
enough 
money in the bank to m eet month- 
end bills. 
It has no state sales tax andj 
no state income tax. Only o n e1 
other state. Texas, can m ake this I 
claim , 
and 
Texas 
enjoys 
the; 
largesse of severance taxes on oil i 
and gas resources unmatched in \ 
Nebraska. 
State 
government 
during 
the! 
year 
ended 
June 
30 cost 
the 
average 
N ebraska 
$55.60 
in \ 
taxes, 
lowest 
such 
per 
ca p ita, 
figure in the nation. 
Gov. 
Ralph 
Brooks 
returned 
from the 
1959 Governors’ Con­ 
ference in Puerto Rico to report 
that other governors thought it 
wonderful 
that 
Nebraska 
m an­ 
ages 
without sales 
or 
income 
taxes. 
“They didn’t listen to tlx* second 
half," he complained. “ We havej 
no parks, no roads, no schools!” 
It was his facetious way of say­ 
ing, he explained later, that the 
state’s economic Spartanism has 
not 
been 
without 
some 
.sacri­ 
fice. 


The state’s debt free status is 
nothing new. In the 1930s it led 
to a vigorous promotion of Ne­ 
braska 
as 
the 
nation’s “ white 
spot” — a cam paign to counter­ 
act the bad publicity attending 
several years of drought. 
Indebtedness by state govern­ 
ment — in excess of $100,000 — 
is unconstitutional in Nebraska. 
F arm ers of the constitution in 
1875 decreed that “ the state may. 
to m eet casual deficits, or fail­ 
ures in the revenues, 
contract 
debts never to exceed in the ag­ 
gregate of $100,000 and no great­ 
er indebtedness shall be incurred 
except for the purpose of repel­ 
ling invasion, suppressing insur­ 
rection or defending the state. , .“ 
The $100,000 limit 
may have 
shaped up as a com fortable cush­ 
ion in those days. Today, even 
in frugal N ebraska, ifs pin money 
and long-time state officials say 
they have no recollection of the 
debt-incurring privilege ever be­ 
ing used. 
The 
constitutional 
ban 
isn’t 
likely to be changed soon. It jus: 
never 
has 
become 
an 
issue. 
Nebraska relies heavily on the 
property 
tax 
for 
revenue, 
not 
only at the state level but at 
county, city and school district 
levels. 
Under a recently-set state levy, 
the 
owner 
of 
a 
home 
worth 
$10,000 will pay about $30 in state 
property taxes next year. 
But cities, counties, schools and 
other 
subdivisions 
also 
make 
their levies, with tile result that 
a $10,000 home becomes subject 
to taxes totaling anywhere from 
$60 to $500. 
The state levy represents only 
about 15 per cent of the property 
tax take. Schools, which receive 
no state general fund aid, pocket 
more than half of the revenue. 
Little Enthusiasm For Taxes 
Efforts to enact sales or in­ 
come taxes with a view to easing 
the burden on property owners 
develop regularly at each legis­ 
lative session — so far, without 
success.

Schoolteacher Utilizes 
A Unique Understanding

On the 
lonely 
South 
Dakota 
rangeland — 55 miles from the 
nearest town — is a one-room 
jchool with only five students. 
One is a near genius, another 
of borderline mentality, a third 
asthmatic, a fourth a polio vic­ 
tim and only the fifth is “normal.” 
How can this tiny school—or 
the hundreds like it in this sparse­ 
ly settled state—make sure the 
talented are challenged and the 
handicapped helped? 
That was the task handed Mrs. 
lone Dykstra two years ago. She 
has built, with a sympathy born 
of personal 
heartbreak, 
a 
pro­ 
gram that could be a model for 
other states with similarly scat­ 
tered schools. 
Childless Herself 
Mrs. Dykstra is a middle-aged 
Iowan. 
Childless 
herself, 
her 
heart goes out to all children but 
especially the mentally affected. 
Her nephew, a cerebral palsy vic­ 
tim. first sparked this interest 


12 years ago. 
As teaching consultant for the 
South Dakota Division of Special 
Education. 
Mrs. 
Dykstra’s pro­ 
gram includes: 
-bletting through to the parent 
who fears the truth about his child 
or who fears the child will be 
institutionalized. 
—Winning support of teachers in 
jan area where “outsiders,” in- 
: eluding those from the state cap- 
! ital, are often resented. 
—Traveling 18.000 miles alone 
across the prairie lo train teach­ 
ers, parents or tutors in skills 
needed for the unusual child. fShe 
has had to leave her car in the 
mud and hitch a jeep ride, to sit 
out blizzards at wayside ranch 
homes.) 
Mrs. 
Dykstra distributes ma­ 
terials she assembled or wrote 
herself that help the rural teacher 
teach the extra-smart or extra- 
dull child without students in the 
regular class realizing differences. 


Cit* Problem 
A big problem is finding the 


children who need help. Parents, 
fearing a retarded child may be 
taken from them, often try to 
shield him from official notice. 


Mrs. Dykstra explains that her 
goal is to help the child go through 
school with his own age group as 
normally as possible. By reassur­ 
ing parents, she wins their con­ 
fidence. 
Sometimes, about one case in 
IO, she finds that the apparently 
retarded child actually is normal 
Undetected eye, hearing or emo­ 
tional problems can raise false 
alarms. 
When there is true mental im­ 
pairment. special materials and 
teaching techniques are brought 
into play 
Most of these have been de­ 
veloped 
for 
city schools 
with 
specialist staffs. Mrs. Dykstra’s 
job has been to help the rural 
teacher, usually lacking special 
training 
in 
psychology,

specialist.

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The Gettysburg National Bank 
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w as paid to stars, have mistaken a 
comet or conjunction of planets, a 
new star, or a known star for a 
phenomenon ? It is reasonable to as­ 
sume their guiding light must have 
been something extraordinary. 
One group of astronomers has 
advanced the theory that the Star 
of Bethlehem was actually a con­ 
junction of the planets Mars, Sa­ 
turn and Jupiter because one of 
the rare conjunctions of the three 
planets, W’hich takes place about 
every 800 years, did occur about 6 
B.C. Some chronologists calculate 
that to have been the birth year 
of Jesus. 
There is no question of a mis­ 
take having been made in assign­ 
ing the start of the Christian Era 
to the year 755 of the Homan 
calendar. Werner Keller, author of 
the authorative book, The Bible as 
History (published in the U. S. by 
Wm. Morrow & Co.), lays the re­ 
sponsibility for this great error at 
the door of the Scythian monk 
Dionysius E x i g u u s. 
Dionysius, 
w'hile living in Rome in 533, wfas 
delegated to determine the begin­ 
ning year of the Christian Era. He 
forgot to insert a year zero be­ 
tween I B. C. and A. D. I. He also 
overlooked the four years when 
the Roman Emperor Augustus had 
reigned under his own name Oc- 
taviun. 
While Keller assigns the Jesus* 
birth to an earlier year, it is gen­ 
erally agreed that the N ativity 
should have been calculated as the 
year 750 of the Roman history', or 
4 B.C. by the Christian calendar 


E ast told Herod, but the news 
must have impressed and alarmed 
their fellow king. He exercised his 
dictatorial power over Judea to 
order the death of all infants bom 
within two years. 
Super nova would have been as 
noticeable as a conjunction of two 
or more planets. A nova is a star 
exploding suddenly to many times 
its previous brightness. 
A nova 
could account for the brilliance at­ 
tributed to the Star of Bethlehem. 
A nova could have remained con- 
spicious long enough for the Magi 
to have completed their journey 
before it faded from sight. 
But 
w'ould such a phenomenon have 
been invisible to Herod’s astrolo­ 
gers before the M agi’s arrival? 
A curious footnote to the linking 
by some modem astronomers of 
the journey of the Magi, or Three 
Kings, with 
the conjunction of 
three planets in 6 B. C., is found in 
a book by Ellen M cCafferty. It, 
Astrology, Its History and Influ­ 
ence, says that prior to 6 B. C. 
mystical significance had been at­ 
tached to the rare conjunctions of 
Mars, Saturn and Jupiter. One of 
her item s of evidence of this are 
carvings in an ancient egyptian 
temple, 
dated 
more 
than 
2,000 
years before the Christian era. 
Among the carvings ie a picture 
of two fishes, which is still the 
symbol of the sign Pisces, and 
above them three stars in the form 
of a triangle. The carvings seem 
to depict an initiation into the 
sacred mysteries of that time. Miss 
McCafferty suggests tile story re­ 


corded in St. Matthew about the 
Three Kings could be an allegory 
revealing 
some 
ancient 
sacred 
m ystery to each of its initiates in 
his time. 
It is true that much of the liter­ 
ature of that and earlier times is 
written in the form of allegories 
and parables, in which the mean­ 
ing is obscured in allusions which 
have meaning only to those initi­ 
ated into the m ysteries of the v a n . 
ous secret orders or cults. 
Tho 
existence of such secret orders w ars 
necessary in a time of autocrat* 
rulers and conquered peoples. 
Yet the Magi may w ell haw 
been speaking a fact m clear, un 
mistakable terms. 
That there have beer, astronomi­ 
cal and meteorological phenomena 
in th# past for which present-day 
astronomers and other scientist* 
have no sure cut-and-dried expla­ 
nation is asserted by Dr. Imanuel 
Velikovsky, author of a searching 
examination of otd legends. Worlda 
rn Collution. 
And Prof. Dmsmore Alter, a t 
Griffith Observatory, at Loa An­ 
geles, is quoted as observing, "So 
far as astronomy is concerned, th* 
story' of the W’ise Men s seeing tho 
Star may be true in every word." 
One of his colleagues. Dr. Robert 
S. Richardson of the nearby Palo­ 
mar 
Observatory, 
at 
Pasadena, 
w as of the further opinion, "per­ 
haps it is better that some of th# 
questions remain unanswered. T i* 
story has endured for 2,000 years 
because of its beauty and simpli­ 
city.”

EITHER the Magi nor the star 
w'ns mentioned by name in 
the Testament of St. Matthew', and 
no other Testament gave a clue to 
the identities 
Scholars — the Venerable Bede, 
for example—deduced in the far 
past that there were three Magi, 
or Wise Men: Melchior, king of 
fubta and Arabia; Balthasar, king 
f Ethiopia, and Caspar (or Gas- 
ar), king of Tarsus. Subsequent­ 
ly relics of the Three Kings were 
tarried centuries ago from 
the 
Cast to be enshrined 
in 
great 
Christian edifices, first at Constan­ 
tinople, then at Cologne. 
But tile wondrous guiding light 
the Magi followed remains without 
any identity except the name Star 
of Bethlehem. 
Astronomers and 
other scientists are still searching 
references and speculating about 
It, intrigued and mystified. They 
have suggested that what the Magi 
saw was a comet, a super nova, a 
meteor, the planet Venus, or a 
conjunction of planets. 
It is traditional that the Three 
Kings came on to Judea from Ur 
or Babylon. Would men from the 
East, where the greatest attention

that had become established before 
the error of Dionysius was realized 
generally. Yet, even if Jesus was 
bom in 6 B. C,, there still is no 
reason for linking the Star of 
Bethlehem to the conjunction of 
the three planets. 
Two or more 
planets are never so close as to 
deceive a good pair of eyes. (The 
earliest telescopes were not used 
until the 16th century). 
The conjunction theory has been 
given credence by some because of 
its having been credited to Jo­ 
hannes Kepler, the immortal 17th 
century' German, who laid the foun­ 
dations of modem a s t r o n o m y . 


However, a search through Kep­ 
le r s writings fails to confirm that 
he originated the theory'. 
Kepler 
did suggest that the Star of Beth­ 
lehem may have been a newly dis­ 
covered star in the heavens. 
With all due respect to Kepler, 
this explanation is highly question­ 
able. Any fixed star of the first 
magnitude would have been visible 
to 
the searching astrologers of 
King Herod. 
St. Matthew'1# ac­

FIRE ROCKET 
INTO SPACE TO 
CHECK RADIO 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Canadi- 
jan and American scientists sent a 
four-stage rocket into space at 
Wallops Island. Va., Tuesday to 
record radio signals emanating 
from the stars. 
The complicated rocket incor­ 
porated a new X248 engine as its 
fourth stage, and the experiment 
also was to test how this worked 
in the vacuum of space 
The rocket was set to reach a 
height of 560 miles. The National 
Aeronautics and Space Adminis­ 
tration could not sav immediately 
the exact height the rocket reach- 
led. but it apparently “went good ” 
The rocket was in flight for about 
18 minutes and came down in the 
Atlantic about 600 miles from the 
Virginia coastal island.

By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
The huge Middletown Merchan­ 
dise Mart, raided 27 consecutive 
weeks for violation of the 1939 
Blue Law prohibiting Sunday sales 
of certain items, bowed to the 
courts the past Sunday and volun­ 
tarily closed its doors. 
But there

stores which stayed open despite 
I he absence of restraining orders 
to prohibit district attorneys from 
enforcing the 1959 amendment to 
the law. 
Police pushed their way through 
Christmas shoppers to cite scores 
of merchants and clerks in Bucks, 
Delaware. Montgomery and Phila­ 
delphia Counties. 
Complied Or Wort Cited 
Last Thursday federal judges in 
Philadelphia lifted restraining or­ 
ders against enforcement in Dau­ 
phin. Lancaster. Bucks, Chester, 
Delaware and Montgomery coun­ 
ties. Their action came three-w’eek 
after a special federal court ruled 
the amendment constitutional 
Until the restraining orders were 
lifted, many establishments con­ 
tinued Sunday sales unimpeded. 
But the past Sunday, merchants 
complied or were cited 
It was only the second week the 
amended law had been widely en­ 
forced or complied with voluntar­ 
ily since its enactment in Septem- 
t>er. Litigation had caused the de­ 
lay. 
Tile first green light for enforce­ 
ment came Dec. ll when the U.S.

He declined to 
say specifically how much 
Since last May nearly 400 Mart 
employes were arrested and paid 
fines and costs of almost $5,000 
But in a1! of the 27 previous raids 
each employe had been fined $4 
plus about $5 costs, which is all 
the 1939 law allowed. Rose said

Missionaries Have Played 
An Important Role In Far 
AndMiddle EastChristmas 
Christmas customs in the Mid­ 
dle and Far East are largely in­ 
fluenced by the missionary ac­ 
tivity in each country since the 
peoples are primarily of the Mos­ 
lem or some other which does not 
observe the date. 
In Armenia, January 18 is com­ 
memorated as Christmas accord­ 
ing to the old Julian calendar. 
The festivities begin with a week 
of fasting from all meat, and the 
day before Christmas nothing is 
eaten. The fast is broken follow­ 
ing communion on Christmas Eve. 
On Christmas Day the people go 
to church services where the Holy 
Oil of Baptism is poured out. The 
faithful frequently take some of 
the oil home to mix with the earth 
to bless it. 
In Iraq, which is largely Mos­ 
lem. some very old Christian 
customs 
are 
observed 
dating 
back to the Coptic Church and 
are often mixed with superstition. 
In each home on Christmas Eve 
the story of the Nativity is read 
from 
an 
Arabic 
Bible. 
After 
this a bonfire is built of dried 
thorns. This takes on a super­ 
stitious note for the people be­ 
lieve that if the thorns burn to 
ashes they will have good luck 
and when the thorns have burned 
down each person jumps over 
them three times and makes a 
wish. 


Bishop In Procession 
A similar fire is burned Christ­ 
mas Day in the church and the 
ceremony is climaxed by a pro­ 
cession in which the bishop car­ 
ries a statue of the Infant. Follow­ 
ing this he touches a member of 
the group and he in turn touches 
another until all receive “The 
Touch of Peace.” In the Protes­ 
tant 
missions 
the 
Christmas 


ceremonies center around stories 
of the Infant and His birth and 
even movies enacting the event, 
ending in the singing of carols. 
While Pakistan is also predo­ 
minately Moslem, the Christian 
influence is greatly felt. Christmas 
is observed much as in our own 
country with the traditional ex­ 
change of gifts, and religious serv­ 
ices. Even the radio stations in 
Pakistan join in the festivities as 
they broadcast religious services 
and carols to the homes of the 
people. Perhaps another reason 
why an air of festivity can be 
found in the country at this time, 
lies in the fact that December 
25 marks the birthday of the 
founder of Pakistan and is a na­ 
tional holiday. 
Observance Starts Early 
The lives of the saints play a 
large part in the observance of 
Christmas in Syria. The celebra­ 
tion begins on December 4, Saint 
Barbara’s Day. This day recalls a 
saint well known for her generosity 
ami thoughtfulness and stands as 
s symbol to youth. St. Nicholas 
Thaumaturgus 
is 
remembered 
on December 6 by a special 
Mass. He is the saint known 
as the Wonder-Worker. Those that 
cannot go on a pilgrimage to Beth­ 
lehem on Christmas Eve gather 
in the church where a vine is 
burned in honor of the Magi who 
were cold on this holy night. Aft­ 
er service the family gathers to 
hear the aged story of the Child 
and to sing carols. The day of 
gift giving is reserved for Jan­ 
uary I, the day of the circumci­ 
sion, 
and Christmas festivities 
end January 6. Epiphany. 
W’hile Israel is sacred to Chris­ 
tians as the birth place and home 
of Christ, only one sicth of the 


population are Christian the ma­ 
jority being Mohammedan and 
Jewish. Christmas is observed at 
three different times in Jerusa­ 
lem: on December 25 by Roman 
Catholics and Protestants; Jan­ 
uary 6 by the Greek Orthodox, 
Syrians and Abyssinians; and Jan­ 
uary 18 by the Armenians. 
Hold Carol Sing 
On Christmas Eve the Protes­ 
tant mission holds a carol sing 
in Bethlehem Square. The other 
three denominations celebrate at 
a midnight mass on each of the 
respective dates in the Church of 
the Nativity built over the spot 
where Christ was born. The nave 
of the church belongs to all three 
denominations and under the floor 
is the Cave of the Nativity. Here 
a silver star surrounded by the 
inscription in Latin, “Here of the 
Virgin Mary, Jesus Christ was 
born,” marks the spot of the Na­ 
tivity, Another place of pilgrim­ 
age is the Shepherds’ Field the 
place, where the angel appeared 
to the shepherds to announce the 
birth. 
Christmas and its spirit has 
not 
entirely 
penetrated 
China 
where but a small fraction of the 
population* is Christian. However, 
where Christ is known the day is 
observed with much joy and the 
people have adopted Santa Claus 
and the exchange of gifts with the 
immediate family. 
Observe New Year 
A far more popular and wide­ 
spread observance is that of the 
New Year which falls in Jan­ 
uary. At this time food is plenti­ 
ful and gifts are exchanged. The 
highlight of the event is the an­ 
cestral worship of New Year's 
Eve. 
The efforts of the missionaries 
can be seen in the Christmas cele­ 
brations of the Korean people. 
Groups of Sunday School chil­ 
dren, young people and church 
officials begin caroling at 2 a m. 
Christmas morning and continue 
until the dawn. The church serv­ 
ices are held about IO 30 a rn., 
and are marked by a choir and 
special services. The various mis­ 
sionary groups have also helped 
to cheer the countless orphans

Ethiopian traditions date back 
to

mas observance is January 7. The 
biggest center of pilgrimage is 
at Lalibela which is known as the 
“Jerusalem of Ethiopia ” People 
gather 
in 
the 
evening 
before

side where the ritual is held, end­ 
ing in a repast of bread and 
a beverage blessed by the priests.

1959 Legislature Imposed Biggest Tax 
Bite In History Of Pa. Commonwealth 


By LEONARD A. UNGER 
HARRISBURG <AP> - The 1953 
Legislature achieved the dubious 
distinction of imposing the biggest 
single tax bite in commonwealth 
history. 
Pennsylvania 
taxpayers 
will 
have to ante up a record-breaking 
34# million dollars in additional 
taxes for the state's current two- 
year fiscal period ending May 31. 
1961. 
Increasing the old 3 per cent 
sal es tax to 4 per cent and ex­ 
panding its base stood out as the 
major revenue-raising feat. Its es­ 
timated yield is an extra 305 mil­ 
lion dollars. 
Most Proposals Rejected 
The Republican-controlled Sen- 
tte and the Democratic-dominated 
House battled on taxes for most 
of the tenure of the 1959 session. 
Gov. Lawrence proposed a 400 
million dollar tax program to fi­ 
nance the 1959-61 budget that start­ 
ed out at $1,907,000,000 and wound 
up at $1,826,000,000. 
Most of his tax proposals, rec­ 
ommended by a bipartisan tax 
study committee, were rejected by 
the Senate 
In April, the sales tax went up 
to 34 per cent and, for the first 
time, covered electric power bills, 
telephone 
tolls, 
utility 
mainte­ 
nance equipment and tools and re­ 
pair and services charges 
A four-month impasse followed

bumping it into the 1960 session 
which convenes the next day. 
Issues Unsolved 
The lengthiest legislative meet­ 
ing was in 1955-56. It ran 164 
months. 
Several major issues remained 
unresolved as the legislators took 
a Christmas recess. 
One of them was increased state 
aid for schools. Education organi­ 
zations originally sought a boost 
of 200 millions over the 705 mil­ 
lions budgeted by the governor for 
the next two years under existing 
law. 
Lawrence'* Position 
The request was first pared 
down to 70 million dollars in the 
House and then to 55 millions. The 
55-million-dollar figure coincided 
with the revenue estimate from 
the House-passed 6 per cent tax 
on intangible personal property 
such as mortgage investments and 
out-of-state stocks and bonds. 
The personal property levy was 
pigeonholed in the Republican Sen­ 
ate, which later was pared down 
the school subsidy price tag to 16 
million dollars. At that point, ed­ 
ucation groups disavowed support 
of the program. 
The governor took the position 
that he would not sign any spend­ 
ing bills unless accompanied by 
taxes to finance them. The House 
Democratic majority echoed Law­ 
rence and refused to go along with 
the Senate's 16-million-dollar fig­ 
ure. 
Plagued By Indecision 
The Legislature, running out of 
time before the Christmas recess. 


also postponed until Jan. 4 a se­ 
ries of other issues which had been 
plagued by indecision for months. 
They included absentee voting 
privileges for civilians. Sunday liq­ 
uor sale referenda in Philadel­ 
phia and Pittsburgh, adding local 
roads to the state highway system, 
highway billboard controls and 
dropping the 
word “teachers” 
from the name, of the Common­ 
wealth's 14 teachers’ colleges. 
But the lawmakers managed to 
reach an agreement on a plan to 
increase the borrowing capacity of 
the General State Authority 480 
million dollars to nearly 6214 mil­ 
lions. 


School Project* Wait 
They added 1414 millions would 
be used for a long list of construc­ 
tion projects at state institutions 
and state-aided colleges. 
The Legislature also did its part, 
subject to the governor's approv­ 
al, to break a logjam in school 
construction. Hundreds of school 
projects have been tabled pending 
an increase in the 925-million-dol- 
lar ceiling in state - aided school 
construction. 
A measure was cleared to hike 
the ceiling to $1,150,000,000 in the 
current school year and to $1,300.- 
000.000 in 1960-61. The state has 
been paying about half the cost of 
putting up new school buildings, 
through a law to make certain that 
no school district receives less 
state aid in 1960-61 than it will 
have in the present school term as 
a result of a report of the Tax 
Equalization Board. 
The board's report would have 
cut subsidies to more than 2.000 
of the 2.300 school districts in the; 
state. The legislature also passed 
a plan to allow appeals to the Dau­ 
phin County Court of the board’s 
real estate market valuations, an 
important factor used in calculat­ 
ing state aid to schools. 
The Republican - controlled Sen­ 
ate. irked by the report, rejected 
the appointment of Herbert J. 


McGlinchey. Philadelphia, to a 
second term on the board, and 
Mayor Raymond E. Gardlock ot 
New Kensington, a new appointee. 
PUC Center Of Row 
It approved many of the gover­ 
nor’s appointments to state agen­ 
cies hut also sat on others. The 
most notable were the names of 
William F. O'Hara. Scranton, anil 
Robert W. Anthony. Altoona, to 
two vacancies on the Public I til- 
ity Commission. 
The five-member PUC now re­ 
duced to three members, is still 
under GOP control. The princi­ 
pal reason for running the 1959 
session into I960 is to deprive the 
governor of making interim ap­ 
pointments. 
Senate Republicans have been 
adamant about the PUC confirm­ 
ations because action in that di­ 
rection would give Democrats con­ 
trol of the agency for the first 
time in nearly 20 years.

Rais* Jobless Pay 
The General Assembly passed 
and the governor .signed an in­ 
crease in unemployment compen­ 
sation benefits and a revision in 
employer-paid payroll taxes to fi­ 
nance them. 
Starting Jan. I, maximum week­ 
ly jobless benefits will jump fiom 
$35 to $38. A further hike to $40 
will take effect next July I. 
Employer-paid taxes will be re­ 
adjusted’Jan. I from the 1959 rate 
of 2.7 per cent to a new range 
of 1 6 to 4 per cent. The lower 
rate will be paid by firms with a 
lesser labor turnover. 
Place Fish Blam* 
Workmen’s compensation and o 
citational diseases benefits also 
were advanced in 1959. The new

A House investigating commit­ 
tee placed the blame on the State 
Fish Commission and on stream 
pollution for a decline in the sale 
of fishing licenses in Pennsylvania.

Pennsylvania veterans of the Ko­ 
rean conflict was given final ap­ 
proval after the Legislature hiked 
he four-cents-a-pack cigarette tax 
to five cents to finance it. The 
extra penny will raise an esti­ 
mated 25 million dollars a bienni­ 
um. 
Senate Republicans set out to 
chop the governor's budget by IOO 
million dollars. Their cuts amount­ 
ed to about half that. 
Deficit Sealed Down 
But the 1774-million-dollar defi­ 
cit inherited by Lawrence from 
the Leader administration 
was 
scaled down by 36 millioas. 
When the figures were finally 
boiled down, Lawrence wound up 
with a budget of $1,826,000,000, ex­ 
cluding special funds such as for 
highways. 
The governor was turned down 
by Senate Republicaas on his plan 
to increase the five-cents-a-gallon 
gasoline tax to six cents. He said 
the money was needed to broaden 
the state’s road program, espe­ 
cially the interstate highway .sys­ 
tem. Republicaas said he didn’t 
prove his case. 
Committee On Finance* 
But the Legislature agreed to 
increase motor vehicle operator's 


licease fees to put an additional 
5 million dollars a year into the 
state treasury for highway pur­ 
poses. 
The 1960 licease will cast $2 in­ 
stead of the old $1. The same law 
also provides for licease renewal 
on a two-year basis starting in 1961 
at a fee of $4. 
Eyeing the huge deficit, the law­ 
makers set up a special commit­ 
tee to keep an eye on state fi­ 
nances when the Legislature Is 
not in session. 
Next Session January IS 
But the time between sessions 
will he reduced considerably by 
voter approval of a coast itutional 
amendment setting up annual ses­ 
sions of the Legislature. 
The first such .session convenes 
Jan. 5. Its work will be confined 
to re venue-raising and appropria­ 
tion bills. Lawmakers are study­ 
ing a host of potential problems 
that could easue from this initial 
plunge into annual sessioas. 
The restriction on general legis­ 
lation is expected to cut down con­ 
siderably on the length of the fis­ 
cal sessions in even - numbered 
years. 
A bitter controversy raged for 
months on a plan to increase the 
fines for Sunday retail sales under 
the 1794 Blue Laws.

Crushing Defeat 
But the House and Senate roll 
calls were overwhelmingly in fa­ 
vor of boosting the $4 fine to a 
maximum of $100 for the first of­ 
fense and a maximum of $200 and 
30 days in jail for subsequent of­ 
fenses. 
In a test case a special three- 
judge federal court in Philadel­ 
phia ruled 2-1 that the 1959 amend­ 
ment to the Sunday closing law 
was constitutional. The court did 
not rule on the legality of the 
original statute. 
ft was a crushing defeat for 
many large discount houses which 
do a great deal of business on 
Sunday. At least two indicated 
they may appeal the decision to 
the U.S. Supreme Court. 
The Senate embarked on three 
investigations of its own but the 
results were inconclusive. It prob­ 
ed the operations of the Public

Probe* Not Conclusivo 
A mine tragedy at Pittston took

Psychoanalyst Says Marital 


Strife Due To Immaturity 


By NORMA GAUHN 
AP Newsfeatures Writer 
NEW YORK (AP)—Immaturity 
is a disease that has turned mod­ 
ern women into tyrants. 
They can annihilate their hus­ 
bands and children without realiz­ 
ing their own power. 
And men are the ones who 
made them that way. 
So says Dr. Harry Tashman, 
noted New York psychoanalyst 
who has spent much of his 30 
years practice dealing wtih the 
unhappily married. 
“I’m not a marriage counselor,” 
Dr. Tashman says. “But when a 
disturbed person comes to me, 
his conflicts can’t be separated 
from his married life. Marriage 
will only enhance his troubles.” 
One Gets Upper Hand 
Among married couples, Dr. 
Tashman says, one of the part­ 
ners gets the upper hand “and 
in the last 20 to 30 years, ifs 
been the woman.” He adds: 
“And woman is an infant—give 
her power and it turns to tyranny. 
Don't hold it against her—man 
hands women power because it 
registers as protection, like the 
childhood security he had when 
his mother was telling him what 
to do.

INDIO, Calif. (AP)—Mrs. Peggy 
Scott gets paid for listening to 
other people tell of their troubles. 
She calls herself a “professional 
listener.” She has no particular 
training for her work and doesn’t 
try to assume the role of psychia- 


“Bccause men are immature, 
like women, they find their wives 
competing with them. The chil­ 
dren suffer and the marriage- 
well, it can mean dismal unhap­ 
piness or breakup for the part­ 
ners.” 
In a book about his psycho­ 
analytic studies. “Today’s Neuro 
tic Family,” Dr. Tashman sug­ 
gested that individual analysis in 
most cases should be discarded in 
favor of treatment for the whole 
family. And in a new book, “The 
Marriage Bed” (University Pub­ 
lishers), he gives case studies of 
a number of unhappily married 
men and women. 
Endless Quarrel 
He writes, “Sometimes the only 
emotional expression remaining in 
a marital relationship is the quar­ 
rel that goes on endlessly in 
innumerable forms. Such mar­ 
riages 
become 
unending 
mis­ 
eries.” 
Dr. Tashman feels the only solu­ 
tion is for men and women to 
act their age—to become adults. 
“The frailty that rendners us so 
vulnerable to the misfortunes that 
develop in marriage.” he writes, 
“is the tendency to retain our 
early passive, receptive and de­ 
pendent nature. Such child-like at­ 


titudes . . . lack the crucial in­ 
gredients for creative life—inde­ 
pendence, confidence and self-re­ 
liance.” 
The important thing is that both 
man and wife must be ready to 
put something constructive into 
their partnership. This means not 
just sexual attraction and money 
but sympathy, warmth and un­ 
derstanding. Dr. Tashman says: 
Must Earn Love 
“People must realize that as 
they grow up, they no longer are 
entitled to the love—in effect, the 
parental over-evaluation—they got 
as children. 
“As adults we must earn love. 
And we can only do this by work­ 
ing to make ourselves lovable. 
I’m sometimes astonished at our 
own self-esteem. For basically we 
are neurotic, self-conscious, over­ 
bearing—sometimes downright re­ 
pulsive. 
“We have to oveeome these 
tendencies to deserve love from 
others. We make many adjust­ 
ments in order to fit in with 
society. Often, however, we don’t 
make the effort to accommodate 
those closest to us.” 
But all the good intentions in 
the world, he finds, aren’t enough 
to let individuals overcome the 
influence of past family life. 
Relive The Pest 
"Marriage shouldn’t be made 
into an arena where we battle out 
our gripes,” Dr. Tashman says. 
"Yet time and time again we 
find married couples reliving the 
experience of their own mothers 
and fathers. And they again act 
out the role of children in their 
married life.” 
To prevent this, he urgently 
proposes more concentrated edu­ 
cation for marriage in schools. 
He says children should 
be 
trained more precisely in what 
they will face as adults. This 
means discipline as well as knowl­ 
edge. 
“We should give high school 
courses in adolescent psychology 
so teen-agers will understand what 
they were as children and what 
they might be as adults. In col­ 
lege, there should be four years 
of training for the understanding 
needed in marriage.” 
Dr. Tashman adds: 
"Instead of teaching how to get, 
schools should teach how to give.” 


trist or psychologist.

Will Listen 
"You need to talk it out. I’ll 
listen.”

“By talking out our problems 
the answers just seem to come 
to us and sometimes we find we 
know the answer almost before 


our problem is off our lips.” 
Gives Advice 
When she feels the “talker” 
needs professional help, she’ll tell 
him she can do nothing for him 
and recommend that he see a 
psychiatrist or psychologist. 
Her limit for listening is three 
one-hour sessions. In that time, 
the 
person 
should 
have 
been 
helped, says says. And, she boasts, 
“either all of my customers have 
been helped or are being helped.”

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CLUB HELPS 
PARTNERLESS 
PARENTS OUT

NEW VORK TAP)—How do you 
manage a family shattered by 
death, divorce or separation? 
Whom do you talk to after a 
hard day with the kids? 
What does a father do when an 
“ Ask 
your 
mother” 
situation 
comes up? 
And where do you find social 
life when you’re a fifth wheel 
among both single and married 
friends? 
Two years ago some parents in 
the New York area faced with 
these common problems decided 
to get together and help each 
other. They formed a nonprofit, 
nonsectarian organization called 
“Parents Without Partners.” 
Today there are 1,200 members 
in chapters in five states. 
Get Assistance 
Parents without Partners has 
developed a lively program of 
meetings with specialists in child 
care and family relations; dis­ 
cussion groups; outings for par­ 
ents 
and 
children 
and 
social 
events for parents. 
About two-thirds of PwP’s mem­ 
bership are parents who are di­ 
vorced or separated; the other 
third widows and widowers. 
Women 
outnumber 
men 
by 
about three to one. as divorced 
mothers for the most part re­ 
ceive custody of children. How­ 
ever. PwP President l/niis Heidel- 
berger wishes more fathers would 
join. He says: 
“There are emotional problems 
that affect either partners in a 
divorce or 
separation; 
fathers 
come up against touchy situations 
in visits with their children. Our 
group offers solid help both in 


discussion groups and from ex­ 
pert speakers.” 


Not Marriage Club 
Two dozen members were pleas­ 
antly disqualified from member­ 
ship by remarriage to partners 
met through PwP. However, the 
organization is not a marriage 
club. 
“After all.” says one member, 
“who would ever think of looking 
for a wife or husband where you 
knew there was a ready-made 
family?” 
High praise for PwP comes 
from Mrs. Dorothy Cohen, assist­ 
ant professor of human relations 
at Paterson. N. J., State Teachers 
College, who has served as a con­ 
sultant and speaker for the group. 
“Single parents,” she says, “are 
so anxious about depriving the 
child of family life they constant­ 
ly seek to make it up in some 
way. 
“They have to recognize that 
the everyday problems that come 
up are common in and out of the 
family. 
An 
organization 
that 
shows them they are not alone 
helps them relax in dealing with 
children and gives them ways of 
meeting difficult situations.” 


Children Adjust Well 
Mrs. Cohen feels that children 
make a much better adjustment 
to drastic family change than par­ 
ents realize—provided the prob­ 
lem isn t magnified by bitterness 
or conflict between husband and 
wife. 
This feeling is reflected among 
PwP members. Said one bachelor 
father of two children: “ Being 
divorced doesn’t mean tieing tran­ 
quillized. But in a group like this 
we can talk out our feelings and 
get ideas from others.” 
A young widow says: 
“Where else could I find inter­ 
esting things to do where the chil­ 
dren are welcome, too?” 
A father says: “We feel that a 
happy child means a happy par­ 
ent. This shows us how to help 
our kids.”

EYETROURLE 
IN CHILDREN 
UNSUSPECTED 


By DOROTHY V. W HIPPLE, M D. 
It is surprising how many chil­ 
dren have eye trouble that no 
one even suspects. There are a 
(few symptoms that parents should 
be on the lookout for. If you see 
them have your youngster’s eyes 
examined by an eye specialist— 
an ophthalmologist. A doctor who 
specializes in diseases of the eye 
is not the same as an optician. 
Some opticians do examine people 
for glasses hut a child who needs 
an eye examination should be 
taken to a compote eye doctor— 
if possible, one accustomed to 
working with children. Not only is 
it necessary to have a knack with 
children to gain their confidence 
and cooperation, hut the problems 
of a growing child’s eyes are 
quite different from those of an 
older person whose eyes may tie 
degenerating. 
What are the symptoms that 
might mean trouble? 
Crossed Eyes 
First is the question of crossed 
eyes. At birth baby's eyes usually 
are not very steady. For the first 
few months a baby may move 
each eye more or less independ­ 
ently. A baby gradually brings 
his eyes under control and by the 
time he is four months old he will 
use his two eyes together most 
of the time. If by six months his 
eyes seem straight most of the 
time, you have nothing to worry 
about. But at six months if one 
eye is always off, either in or 
out, up or down, this is a sign 
of trouble. The baby, who at six 
months never uses his eyes to 
look straight is going to need 
help He probably never will have 
straight eyes unless he has treat­ 
ment. If at six months his eyes 
are crossed only occasionally you 
can afford to wait and watch him. 
If at four years the eyes are 
crossed some of the time, even 
though for the most part they are 
straight, the child should go to 
the doctor. 
Any child who complains of 
aching, smarting or tired eyes, 
whose eyes look red and inflamer!. 
or who complains of headache 
should have his eyes examined. 
Sometimes a child who can see 
only out of one eye will cock his 
head on the side when he tries 
to look close. If he cannot see 
well he may bring objects very 
close to his eyes to look at them. 
All of these symptoms require 
further investigation. 
Not all of them will be found 
due to eyes, but there is always 
the danger that such symptoms 
might indicate eye trouble.

amined by an eye doctor when 
they start school. This is not ab­ 
solutely necessary if the child 
shows no symptoms and if either 
the school or his own doctor tests 
his vision with the standard eye 
charts. 
After a child starts school, any 
trouble with school work calls for 
an 
investigation of his eyes. 
Sometimes a child can read the 
eye chart at 20 foot distance but 
has trouble seeing the printed 
page clearly. 
Nearsightedness may be pres­ 
ent tiefore the child enters school, 
but often it doesn’t develop until 
the child is eight or ten years old 
Parents n«*ed to be alert to 
signs and symptoms that a child 
holds the book too close or is 
having 
unexplained 
trouble 
in 
school, especially if nearsighted­ 
ness runs in the family. 
Eye blinking is a symptom that 
often worries parents. This sym p­ 
to m unlike all the other ones 
! mentioned above is almost never 
due to real eye trouble. The vast 
majority of eye blinking is due to 
nervous or emotional troubles.

This two-in-one suggestion isn’t 
based entirely on sympathy for 
the housewife. Ifs an old-fash­ 
ioned but sure-fire way to see 
that today’s children get 
some

Maj. Rolvert E. Shirley of the 
preventive occupational medicine 
services division at Wright-Pat- 
terson Air Force Base. who helped 
set up the current fitness fair 
there, 
insists 
that 
household 
chores are good for the children. 
“ Ifs that up-and-down business 
they need. 
None of them get 
enough of it,” Shirley says. 
The trouble with team sports, 
the officer contends, is that only 
the IO or 20 boys on the field get 
the exercise. 
“ Everbody else is sitting around 
on the sidelines eating hot dogs 
and drinking sweet stuff,” 
he 
adds. 
Parents can and should do much 
to increase their children's phys­ 
ical activities, especially in the 


formative pre school period when 
“living habits are firmed up.” 
Don’t expect the schools to do 
the 
whole 
job, 
he 
cautions. 
They’ve got enough to do with 
academic education. 
“ Play games with the kids in­ 
stead of telling them to go watch 
TV,” he says. Shirley suggests 
developing a variety of outdoor 
interests—skating, bicycle riding, 
swimming, jumping rope. Even 
the outdoor picnic is important 
as well as fun, he adds. 
Exercise is essential at all ages, 
he points out. If the major had 
his way, every American would 
get IO or 20 minutes of calisthe­ 
nics a day. 
“Sure ifs a nuisance sometimes. 
And if you wait ’til the muscle 
tone Is gone, things start to hurt.” 
As a supplement to tne school 
exercise programs, Shirley sug­ 
gests several ideas for parents 
who want to look after the health 
of their 13 and 14-year-olds. 
“Team sports are good—so are 
Boy Scouts or similar activities 
They learn to work together with­ 
out sacrificing their individuality. 
“Don’t forget social activities, 
parties. 
Let

His eyes go round, he fixes you 
with a stare, his whde mouth 
forms the words, and he fires 
them like pellets: 
"I once managed 76 conductors 
at one time.” 
Then 
he corrected it: 
“No. 
let’s count.” 
He opened a folder of Columbia 
Artists Management, of which he 
was an officer, and took a pencil 
and counted them off one by one: 
“lino, due, Ire, quattro—” 
He wound up at 79. Around the 
walls of his office are photo­ 
graphs. fondly inscribed, of a 
special group of them, like C’an- 
telli, Bruno Walter, Stokowsky, 
Munch, Bernstein, Toscanini In 
1929 tile New York Philhamioic 
appointed Zirato “special repre­ 
sentative of the society for Ar­ 
turo Toscanini.” 
Zirato, a tiny blue flower in his 
buttonhole and his glasses pushed 
up on his forehead, reminisced 
happily: 
Had Great Luck 
“I think I am the only man now- 
alive who had the great luck, and 
the great privilege, to deal with 
the three great men of music, 
three different great men, Enrico 
Caruso, the greatest of all tenors, 
Arturo Toscanini, the jgreatest of 
all conductors, and Giulio Gatti- 
Casazza, the man who had such 
imagination as general manager 
of the Metropolitan Opera, and 
who alone staged more American- 
composed operas than his suc­ 
cessors all together.” 
What did he learn from them? 
“Their greatness was so differ­ 
ent,” Zirato answered. “The great­ 
ness of Caruso was different from 
that of Einstein, or Marconi. It 
was something they gave the pub­ 
lic. Caruso, for instance, sang 
Pagliacci countless times, yet al­ 
ways before he did it looked 
through the score again. Why? 
He looked for something to make 
his performance still better.

taught me what diplomacy is: 
How to say ‘no.’
